4FAnd Gideon came to Jordan, 
ard paſſid over, he and the three 
hundred men that wwere with 
him, faint, yet purſuing them. 

5 Ard he 1aid unto the men of 
Succeth, Give, I pray you, loaves 
vf bread unto the poopie that fol- 
low me; for they be faint; and I 
am purſuing aſter Zebah and Zal- 
munna, kings of Midian. 

6 And the princes of Succoth 
ſaid, Are the hands of Zebah and 
Zalmunna now in thine hand, 
that 'we ſhould give bread unto 
thine army ?. 

And Gideon ſaid, Therefore 

when the,I oRD hath delivered 
Zebah and Zalmunna into mine 
hand, then I will tear your fleſh 
with the thorns of thewilderneſs, 
and with briers. 
8 And he went up thence to Pe- 
nuel, and ſpake unto them like- 
wiſe: and the men of Penuel an- 
ſwered him as the men of Suc- 
coth had anſwered bim, 

9 And he ſpake alſo unto the 
men of Penuel, ſaying, When 1 
come again in peace, 1 will break 
down this tower. 

. 10 Now Zebah and Zalmunna 
were in Karkor, and their hoſts 
with them,about fifteen thouſand 
men, all that were leſt of all the 
hoſts of the children of th eaſt: 
for there fell an hundred and 
twenty thouſand men that drew 
ſword. i 
11 end Gideon went up by the 
way of them tliat dwelt in tents, 
n the eaſt of Nobah and Jogbt- 
ah, and ſmote the heſt; for the 
koſt Was ſecure. 

12 And when Zebah and Zal- 

munna fed, he purſued after 
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them, and took the two kings af 
Midian, Zebah and Zalmunna, 
and di. comſited all the hoſt. 

13 And Gideon the fon of Joaſh 
returned from battle before the 
ſun Twas up, 

14 And caught a young man 
of the men of succoth, and en- 
quired of him: and he deer il 
unto him the princes of Succoth, 
and the elders thereof, cur 
threeſcore and ſeventeen men. 

15 And he came unto the men 
of Succoth, and ſaid, Behoid, Ze- 
bah and Zalmunna, with whom 
ye did upbraid me, ſaying, Are 
the hands of Zebah and Zalmun- 
na now in thine hand, that we 
ſnould give bread unto thy men 
that are wear? ; 

16 And he took the elders of 
the city, and thorns of the wil⸗ 
derneſs, and briers,andwith them 
he taught the men of Succoth. . 

17 And he beat down the tow- 
er of Penuel, and flew the men 
of the city. 

18 Then ſaid he unto Zebah 
and Zalmunna, What manner of 
men were they whom ye flew 
at Tabor? and they aniwered,As 
thou art, ſo were they; each one 
reſembled the children of a king, 

19 And he ſaid, THE Were my 
brethren, even the ſons of my 
mother: as the LORD liveth, if 
ye had ſaved them alive, 1 would 
not ſlay you. 

20 And he ſaid unto Jether his 
firt-Hyorn, Up, and flay them. 
but the youth drew not hisſword: 
fer he cared, becauſe he 2was yet 
a youth. 1 

21 Then Zebah and Zalmunna 
ſaid, Riſe thou, and fall upon us: 
for as the man is, ſo n his 
ſtrength. and Gideon aroſe, and 
flew Zebah and Zalmunns, and 
took away the ornaments that 
Tere on their camels necks. 

22 Then the men of Iſrael! ſaid 
unto Gideon, Rule thou over us, 
both, thou and thy fon, and thy 
ſon's ſon alio: for thou haſt deli- 
vered us from the Rand ofMidian, 

23 And Gideon ſaid unto them, 
I wul not rule over you, neither 
Mall my fon rule over you: the 
LORD ſhall rule over you.

23 Then Cod ſent an evil ſpirit 
between Abimelech and the men 
ofShechem ; and the men af She- 
chem dealt treacherouſly with A- 
bimelech : | 

24 That the cruelty done to the 
threeſcore and ten ſons of Jeryb- 


haal might come, and their blood 


he la ĩd upon Abimelech their bro- 
ther, which ſlew them; and up- 
an the men of Shechem, which 
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Gaal's con birac). 
aided. him in the killing of his 
bretaren. | 

2 $ And the men of Shechem 
ſet liers in wait for him in the 
= of the mountains, and they 
robbed all that cime along that 
way by them. and it was told 
Abimelech. 

26 And Gaal the ſon of Ebed 
came with his brethren,and went 
over to Shechem : and the men of 
Shechem put their confidence in 


im. | 
27 And they went out into the 
fields, and gathered their vine- 
yards, and trode the grapes, and 
made merry, and went into the 
houſe of their god, and did eat 
and drink,and curfed Abimelech. 
28 And Gaal the ſon of Ebed 
ſaid, Who is Abimelech, and who 
is Shechem, that we ſhould ſerve 
him? is not he the ſon of Jerub- 
baal, and Zebul his officer? ſerve 
the men of Hamor the father of 
Shechem: for why ſhould we 
ſerve him? 

29 And would to God this peo- 
ple were under my hand; then 
would I remove Abimelech. and 
he ſaid to Abimelech, Increaſe 
thine army, and come out. 

30 And when Zebul the ruler 
of the city heard the words of 
Gaal the ſon of Ebed, his anger 
was kindled. 

31 And he ſent meſſengers unto 
Abimelech privily, {aying, Be- 
hold, Gaal the ſon of Ebed, and 
his brethren be come toShechem; 
and behold, they fortify the city 
againſt thee, ; 

32 Now therefore up by night, 
thou and the people that is with 
thee, and lie in wait in the field. 

33 And it ſhall be that in the 
morning, as ſoon as the ſun is up, 
thou ſhalt riſe early, and ſet upon 
the city; and behold, ⁊ohbe he 
and the, people that is with him 
come out again thee, then ma

34 And Abimelech roſe up, and 
all the people that were wi 
him, by night, and they laid wait 
againſt Shechem in four compa-

35 And Gaal the ſon of Ebed 
went out, and ſtood in the enter- 
ing of the gate of the city : and 
Abimelech rote up, and the peg» 


= that vere with him, from ly- 
ng in wait. 

36 And when Gaal ſaw the peo- 
ple, he ſaid to Zebul, Behold, 
there come people down from the 
top of the mountains. and Zebul 
ſaid unto him,Thou ſeeft the ſha- 
dow of the mountains as if they 
were men. 

37 And Gaal ſpake again, and 
faid, See there come people down 
by the middle of the land, and a- 
nother company come along by 
the plain of Mennenim.

Tumah: and Zebul thruſt out Ga- 
al and his brethren, that they 
ſhould not dwe!l in Shechem. 

42 And it came to paſs on the 
morrow, that the people went 
out into the field; and they told 
Abimelech. 

43 And he took the people, and 
divided them into three compa- 
nies, and laid wait in the field, and 
looked, and behold, the people 
Tere come forth out of the city; 
and he roſe up againſt them,an 
ſmote them. 

44 AndAbimelech, and the com- 
uy that wwas with him, ruſhed 

rward, and ſtood in the enter-

the two other companies ran u 
on all the veople that were in t 
Kelds, and flew them.

50 Then went Abimelech to 
Thebez, and encamped againſt

26 While Iirael dwelt in Heſh- 
bon and her towns, and in Aroer 
and her towns, and in all the ci- 
ties that be along by the coaſſs 
of Arnon, three hundred years ? 
why therefore did ye not recover 
them within that time ? 

27 Wherefore I have not ſinned 
againſt thee, but thou doeſt me 
Wrong to war againſt me: the 
LORD he ſnoge be judge this day 
between the children of iſrael and 
the children of Ammon. 

28 Howbeit, the king of the 
children of Ammon hearkened 
not unto the words of Jephthah 
which he ſent him.

32 So Jephthah' paſſed over un- 
to the children of Ammon to 
fight againſt them; and the LORD 
celivered them into his hands. 

33 And he ſmote them from 
Aroer even till thou come to Min- 
nith, even twenty cities, and un- 
to the plain of the vineyards, 
with a very great ſlaughter. thus 
the children of Ammon were ſub- 
dued before the children of Iſrael. 

34 J And Jephthah came to 
Mizpeh unto his houſe, and be- 
hold, his daughter came out to 
meet him with timbrets and with 
can-ces; and ſhe vas bis only 
child; befide her he had neither 
ſon nor daughter.

16 And the angel of the Lo 
ſaid unto Manoah, Though thou 
detain me, I will not eat of thy 
bread: and if thou wilt offer a 
burnt-offering, thou muſt offer it 
unto the LRD. for Maneah 
knew not that he vas an angel 
of the LORD. 

17 And Mangah ſaid unto the 


angel of the Lokb, What is thy 


name, that when thy ſayings come 
to paſs, we may do thee honour? 
18 And the angel of the LORD 
ſaid unta him, Why askeſt thou 
thus after my name, ſeeing it i 
ſecret ? FOE 
19 So Manoah took a kid, with 
a meat-offering, and offered it up. 
on a rock unto the LorD. and 
the angel did wonderouſſy, and 
Manoak and his wife looked on. 
20 For it came to paſs, when 
the flame went up toward heaven 


yamfors birth. 

fom of the altar, that the angel 
ofthe LOR Þ aſcended in the fame 
of the altar. and Manoah and his 
wife looked on it, and fell on their 
faces to the ground. 

21 But the angel of the LoxD 
did no more appear to Manoah 
and to his wife. then Manoah 
knew that he <vas an angel of 
the LORD. 

22 And Manoah ſaid unto his 
wie, We ſhall ſurely die, becauſe 
we-have ſeen God. : 

23 Buthis wife ſaid unto him, 
If the LoRD were pleaſed to kill 
us, he would net have received 
a burnt-offering and a meat. of- 
fering at our hands, neither 
would he have ſhewed us all
